Artex a considerable amount of 
isrespovsible talk, of unrestrained 
denunciation of the Shanghai com- 
munity on the part of a few well- 
meaning Englishmen who dearly 
love to decry their countrymen 
overseas, and some mutual re- 
orimination, it is to be feared, in 
our own midst a modus operandi 
would seem to have been arrived at 
on the subject of the closing of the 
opium dens in this Settlement. It 
is trae that no arrangement can be 
considered final until it has received 
the formal sanction of Ratepayers 
at their annuat meeting a fortnight 
hence ; but it is legitimate to hope 
that a scheme which commends 
itself to the Council and to the 
reprecentatives of a large section 
of those who have consistently 
advocated the abolition of opium 
will meet with general approval on 
March 20. The basis of the under- 
standing is that a reduction of 25 
per cent in the namber of licensed 
opiam houses should be made on 
July 1, to be followed by similar 
reductions at intervals of six 
months, leading to the closing of 
all opium houses in the Settlement 
before the end of two years. While 
holding out the prospect of even 
imore rapid suppression, the Council 
is unwilling to bind more closely 
successive administrations without 
a ditect mandate from Rate- 
peyers. If, as there seems no 
reason to doubt, that mandate is 
forthcoming at the approaching 
meeting, the work of closing down 
the opiom houses can proceed wil 
such rapidity as is consonant with 
equity and ‘administrative exigen- 
cite. We use the word “equity” 
advisedly, although it is not 
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fashionable to regard opium house 
keeyers as being entitled to any of 
that consideration that has perforce 
to be meged out to their counter- 
parts in other countries, the pro- 
prietors of public-houses or bars. 
These people have hitherto been 
plying a trade as legitimate as and 
no less unedifying than the retailing 
of alcoholic drinks ; and while it 
may be in keeping with Chinese 
measures to close down their 
business arbitrarily, we believe it 
to be more consonant with British 
equity, when there can 
no question of compensation to give 
them time to obtain other means of 
livelihood. Herein too we find the 
strongest justification for gradual 
suppression instead of total aboli- 
tion at one and the same time. 
There will be a smaller number of 
people thrown simultaneously upon 
their own resources (which are more 
likely to make for evil than for 
good), with less dislocation of the 
ordered routine of Settlement life. 
If the scheme thts approved by 
the Council should be ratified by the 
Ratepayers’ Meeting, the Shanghai 
Missionary Association will have 
reason to congratulate itself on hav- 
ing evolved a via media between 
the advocates of total abolition 
instanter and those who would 
allow the evil complained of to’ 
suppress itself. The Association 
was the first body of public opinion 
to give a practical turn to the 
foreign campaign against opium, 
and it deserves credit for having 
broken away from the extremists 
who refuse to give any heed to 
administrative considerations, It 
is from the latter that public 
speakers in England have drawn 
their i piration when clai 
before an audience as unenlight- 
ened as themselves that Shang- 
hai must be dead to all moral 
and humanitarian instincts, because 
it had not abolished its opium 
houses with the same meteoric 
rapidity that characterized the 
shutting down of’ the dens in the 
native city. In view of these 
aspersions we feel obliged to em 
phasize the fact that the policy of 
the Council has been practica ly 
the only line of action possible in

the circumstances obtaining in this 
Settlement, unless it were to adopt 
the alternative mentioned below, 
which we advocated atthe opening of 
the campaign. The closing down of 
the dens in the native city on June 
22 was almost the first indication 
that a semllance of enforcement 
was to be given outside the imme- 
diate influence of Peking to the 
Opium Regulations. It was, there- 
fore, in the normal course of events 
that no action should be taken in 
this Settlement beyond refusing 


be|fresh licences until the next Rate- 


payers’ meeting. 

In a matter of this nature it is 
well to face honestly all the facts 
‘of the case. We approve of the 
modus vivendi as outlined above, 
not on lofty moral grounds, but for 
purely selfish reasons. The anti- 
opium crusade has been allowed to 
run off at a tangent, until it 
becomes necessary for this com- 
munity solely in’ tho interests of 
peace and smooth government to 
accept the lead given to it and to 
close down the opium houses with 
as little delay as possible. But let 
no one lay too flattering unction 
to his soul for the step. If those 
who have brought it about have not 
actually done a disservice to China, 
they have at least lost an oppor- 
tunity of doing her a service, For 
‘our own part we would faiu see 
the smoking of opium abolished 
thronghout the country and con- 
sider that in this as in other re- 
forms it was the duty of foreigners 
to aid China as far as possible in 
her task. But in abolishing opium 
hoases in Shanghai are we really 
influenced by the desire to help 
China or by considerations of 
“British prestige” and “the world’s 
opinion.” It has been very easy 
to join in the ery about the blot on 
the British escutcheon, the disgrace 
to a foreign settlement run on 
British lines ; it would have been 
far harder to face these taunts 
and to have said to China, “ We 
are anxious to help you to be 
rid of the opium curse, and we Will, 
therefore, only touch the opium 
houses in the Settlement when you 
have made distinct headway in your 
work of suppression throughout 
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the empire. The houses in Shang- 
hai will remain as a visible token 
of China’s disgrace, as a stimulus 
for the Government to use in 
eradicating the vice.” Those who 
have read the reports of our Cor- 
respondents from all parts of China 
will know that the suppression of 
opium is by no means making the 
headway that might be claimed for 
it from the experience of a few 
big centres. To reach the Empire 
at large China needs a definite 
stimulus constantly applied. Such a 
stimalas will now have been 
removed, and if we do not read 
the signs of the times amiss a 
corresponding set-back will have 
been given to the abolition of 
opium-smoking in China at large. 
Bat the closing of the “dens” 
in Shanghai may well form the 
subject of congratulatory speeches 
at anti-opium dinners in England, 
and why should practical politics 
be introduced to disturb such com- 
fortable complacency ?

COMPANY LAW. 
March 2. 


“Reorsterep under the Hong- 
kong Ordinances” is a sufficiently 
title in local business to 
fy detailed reference to the 
amendments recently brought into 
force in Hongkong to the Com- 
panies Ordinance, 1865, which has 
hitherto formed the basis of com- 
pany registration in the Far East. 
In the absence of any machinery 
for the registration of companies 
with limited liability the practice 
adopted in the early days of 
Shanghai was for undertakings of 
this nature to carry on business 
under the provisions of Deeds of 
Settlement. Gradually, however, ad- 
vantage was taken of the Ordinance 
passed by the Hongkong Govern- 
ment in 1865 enabling companies to 
be registered as Limited Liability 

jes in that Colony, and 
within the last fifteen years the 
transference from amenability to 
Deeds of Settlement to the juris- 
diction of Hongkong has | been 








that |rendered complete. Accordingly, 


companies carrying on their busi- 
ness entirely outside Hongkong 
‘and having no property of any 
kind in the Colony, as well as com- 
panies whose whole business is 
carried out within the Colony, are 
liable to the 1866 Ordinance and 
Amending Ordinances, which have 
hitherto made no distinction be- 
tween the two classes. Under the 
provisions of these Ordinances each 
company must have its registered 
office withia the Colony and must 
keep at that office . its register of 
shareholders. The latter clause has 
been more honoured in the breach 
than in. the observance ; but the 
appointment of a new Registrar at 
Hongkong brought with it an, 
attempt not only to insist upon the 
strict letter of the law, but also to 
add to the Colony’s revenue 
by levying duties on all transfers 
and by claiming probate duty 
on, shares even when the whole 
estate of the deceased shareholder 
was entirely unconnogted with 
Hongkong. - It will be remembered 
that on February 7 of last year an 
influential meeting of representa- 
tives of British Companies in 
Shanghai was held to consider the 
proposals of the Hongkong Go- 
vernment, and it is legitimate to 
sqnclude that the representations. 
that were the outcome of the action, 
led to the final 
settlement of the whole question, 
as embodied in the new Law known 
as the Companies (Local Registers)| 
Ordinance, .1907, the full text .of| 


The number of the companies 
registered under the Hongkong 
Ordinances but having their head 
office away from Hongkong hes 
now attained formidable propor- 
tions, while their capital must 
aggregate over Tis. 30,000,000. ‘It 
is befitting, therefore, that due 
consideration should be shown to 
such interests, and we may welcome 
the appearance of a new Ordinance 
devoted exclusively to these com- 
panies. In general it follows tho 
lines of the Companies (Colonial 
Registers) Act 1883. The 
Governor-in-Couneil is empowered 
to relieve a company from the 
necessity of keeping its register at 
the registered office in Hongkong, 
which has to be supplied only with a 
copy of every entry in its register 
or registers “as soon as conveni- 
ently may be after such entry is 
made.” In return for the protec- 
tion of British Law, however, an 
annual fee at the rate of four cents 
for every hundred dollars of its paid- 
up capital will be levied from each 
company. All transfers of shares 
not executed within the Colony 
of Hongkong are to be exempt 
from stamp daty ; while the share 
or other interest of a deceased 
member registered in a local (away 
from Hongkong) register will not 
be liable to probate duty in the 
Colony. It will thus be seen that 
1a satisfactory compromise has been 
effected ; companies not domiciled 
in Hongkong, but enjoying in some 
measure the protection of its law, 
make an annual contribution in the 
form of a licence fee to the revenue 
of the Colonial Government and 
are freed from vexatious exactions 
which would press undaly upon 
corporations ‘and individuals, ‘The 
representatives of British firms in 
Shanghai may be congratulated 
upon the ready way in which the 
Hongkong authorities have met 
their wishes, and at the same time 
it will not be forgotten that they 
are indebted to the Committee of 
the China Association for having 
prepared the ground for the in 
fluential meeting of twelve months 
ago.

never yielded. But his attitude 
towards British diplomacy—and 
with it, we may believe, the attitude 
of the better part of his fellow 
colonials—has undergone a marked 
improvement since the date of his 
hurt and angry exclamation that 
“British diplomacy regarding 
Canadian affairs has been a record 
of sacrifice of Canadian interests.” 
It may be observed that Sir 
Wilfrid’s present satisfaction with 
the far-seeing character of British 
diplomacy would be less complete 
if the arrangements with Japan 
touching the immigration question 
had been less agreeable. But to 
say this is only to pay another 
tributeto the influence of the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance in the negotia~ 
tions at Tokio between Mr. R. 
Lemieux, the Canadian Minister of 
Labour, and Count Hayashi. For: 
direct proof of that beneficial in- 
fluence there is Mr. Lemieux’s own 
testimony in the Ottawa House of 
Commons. In our previous arti- 
cles on Japanese immigration into 
the Dominion we have never 
failed to point out that this was 
essentially a matter in which 
the Imperial Government should 
exert itself directly for the con- 
clusion of an adequate settlement. 
This, according to Mr. Lemieux, is 
precisely what has been done. “I 
cannot refrain”, he told the House, 
“from stating here, at once, that 
Canada owes a debt of gratitude 
to His Britannic Majesty’s Am- 
bassador at Tokio. From the early 
stage of the conferences, he took 
a deep interest in the question 
itself. Not only did he identify 
himself with our case, but—a cit 
cumstance of the greatest advantage 
and of far-reaching consequence— 
he also secured for the Vanadian 
contention the ‘full support” of 
His Majesty's Government.” It 
is well that this glowing tribute, 
supported by the fait accompli of a 
successful mission, should be known 
as widely as possible for the dis- 
persal of those bitter feelings which 
mast occasionally find their way 
into the hearts of even the mo-t 
loyal men, who are prevented by 
the stross of life in a young coun- 
from seeing aught but the 
immediate interests of a day. 

Oat of the long and slightly 
confusing series of telegrams whicl 
have reached us since Mr. Lemieux’s 
mission to Japan was first mooted 
it is now at last possible to con- 
stract a coherent story. The con- 
fusion arose in part from the fact 
that the needs of Canada and the 
needs of the United States, and 
the negotiations of both countries 
with Japan were bound to overlap 
in practice if not in theory. In- 











ternationally the positions of ('ana- 
da and the United “States with 
regard to Asiatic immigration are, 
of course, perfectly distinct, al- 
though parallel. In the United 
States the desire to exclude 
Japanese labour arises from the 
cruel overcrowding of the labour 
market, where competition has he- 
come so acute tha‘, to quote a 
recent statement of Baron (hinda 
in the Japanese Budget Committee, 
“labouring men regard even their 
own children with more or less 
misgiving.” In Canada the sime 
desire might be said to come! 
rather from under- than from over- 
stocking of labour markets. A great 
country of great possibilities has 
jnst begun to yield remuneration 
after years of disheartening and 
unprofitable toil, and it is but 
natural that the workers shold 
wish to keep those ripening fruits 
for themselves, or at least to share 
them only with men of their own 
blood. But the crucial point of 
Mr. Lemieux’s negotiations, as his 
own statement has now made it 
perfectly clear, was the transmigra- 
tion of Japanese from other coun- 
tries not their own. No charge of 
bad faith, said Mr. Lemieux, could 
be made against the Japanese 
Government for the recent influx 
of Japanese labour into Bri 
Columbia. Since 1902 the Car 
dian Government has received 
repeated assurances that “immigra-| 
tion will alwdys be restricted 
voluntarily by Japan.” Of the 
sudden and heavy stream of Japan- 
ese immigtants which flowed into 
Canada during the first half of 
last year, leading directly to the 
deplorable riots at Vancouver on 
September 7 and 8, by far the 
larger portion was brought from 
Hawaii by the agency of labour 
bureaux. Here then, the interests 
of Canada and of the United States 
become identical, It would be 
impossible for Japan to give any 
guarantee to the one country, that 
transshipment of immigrants should 
be stopped, without giving a 
lar pledge to the other. Yet 
such a guarantee must be extremely 
difficult of fulfilment ; while at the 
same time it would be actually 
preferable to the Japanese Gov- 
eroment that the transmigration 
should continue rather than that 
there should be further depletion 
‘of home supplies of labour, any 
surplus of which is urgently re- 
quired for Korea or Manchuria. 
We wish to lay stress on these 
considerations for the additional 
credit which they impart to the 
readiness of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to meet the wishes of 
Canada and the United States by 
‘every means in its power.

The yist of Count Hayashi’s 
assurances to Mr. Lemieux has been 
published already in our columns. 
‘They resemble the pledges since 
made through Mr. O’Brien, the 
American Ambassador in Tokio, to 
the United States, in the voluntary 
restriction put upon all emigration, 
in the supervision of labour bureaux 
and measures to prevent falsification 
of passports. Only within the last 
few days the Jupanese Foreign 
Office has given further proof of its 
good faith by issuing instructions 
to the Governors of Provinces to 
communicate beforehand with it 
when more than two persons apply 
simultaneously with similar objects 
in view for passports to Canada or 
the United States. But while the 
satisfaction extended to both coun- 
triesis practically identical the point 
of view in either case is notably dif- 
ferent. So far as the United States 
are concerned Japan has neither 
power nor right to prevent that 
country from devising any anti- 
immigration measures it ‘pleases. 
This is not to detract from the merit 
of Japanese action by uny sugges- 
tion of pusillanimity ; for we have 
President Roosevelt's own promise 
that he would veto any Exclusion 
Bill sent by Congress ; but simply 
to recognize the fact that Japan 
and the United States are two 
independent Powers, discussing a 
business question untinged by possi- 
ble doubtsof sentiment. But in deal- 
ing with Canada, Japan is on a to- 
tally different footing; and here 
we-would draw attention to Mr. 
Lemienx’s striking words that “they 
(the Dominion Government) could 
not conscientiously ask the rising 
Power of the Kast, the Ally and 
friend of Great Britain, to brand 
its subjects as an inferior race, 
which they were not”. That this 
princi le should have been hinted 
at by Count Hayashi is only natural. 
But in the mouth of a member of 
the Dominion Government such 
words acquire a special significance, 
because they imply a new realiza- 
tion of the unity of Imperial 
interests and the deep connexion that 
exists between Great Britain and the 
Colonies even when the diplomacy 
of the one appears for a while to 
overlook the preoccupations of the 
other. Since Mr. Lemieux’s state- 
ment in the Ottawa House of (‘om- 
mons two attempts by the Opposi- 
tion, one, a vote of censure on the 
Government for its immigration 
policy, the other, a motion to with- 
hold assent from any treaty depriv- 
ing Parliament of its control over 
immigration, have been defeated by 
heavy majorities ; and the senti- 
ments expressed by Mr. Lemieux 
have been officially endorsed 
by the Premier in the speech 
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which was reported by telegram 
yesterday. If we are glad that 
Canada hus found an acceptable 
solution to a problem of pressing 
anxiety, our satisfaction must be 
redoubled by this evidence that the 
solution has brought with it a 
more complete mutual understand- 
ing between herself and the Mother 
Country. 


JUDGE WILFLEY.

‘as well as to punish them, and that 
Courts existed for the active, and 
not merely for the passive, enforce- 
ment of that law. With a task ad- 
mittedly unpopular before him he 
Gecided that to postpone it would 
not mitigate its unpopularity, while 
it might possibly leave the way 
open for the establishment of vested 
interests, always so difficult to dis- 
lodge. Accordingly he set to work 
‘on lines that, we must believe, drew 
their inspiration from within, 
although they coincided with the 
views entertained in high quarters,

A crasade as energetic and 
eventfal as that undertaken by the 
United States Court for China 
could not fail to evoke not only 
criticism but avowed hostility.

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TRADE MARKS IN 


JAPAN.

According to telegram from 
Reuter’s Agency published in our 
jgsue of yesterday it is understood 
in London that an agreement will 
shortly be concluded with Japan for 
the protection of British trade- 
marks ; but it is not stated on what 
authority this expectation is based. 
For some time negotiations have 
been carried on in Tokio hetween 
the British Ambassador and the 
Japanese Government with a view 
to overcome the anomalous position 
brought about by the widespread 

iracy of foreign trademarks in 
japan and by Japan's refusal to 
join the coterie of Powers who have 
reed to afford mutual prote: 
against such infringement by their 
respective nationals in China. This 
arrangement has proved the best 
substitute available in the circum- 
stances for satisfactory legislation 
on the subject "in (‘hina ; and it 
would seem a simple procedure fi 
Japan to come into the agreement 
‘on the same terms as Great Britain, 
_ the United States, Gprmany and thé 
other Powers concerned. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the protection 
afforded by Japanese law to foreign- 
ers against the infringement of 
trade-marks falls so far short of 
that enjoyed in Western countries 
and is so glaringly inadequate, that 
the adherence of Japan to the 
existing modus vivendi would be of 
little or no advantage to other 
nationals. For this reason we are 
tempted to hope that an agreement: 
with Japan on the subject of trade- 
marks will not be hurriedly con- 
cluded, if it is to be of such a 
nature that, on being put to the test, 
it tails entirely to afford the protec- 
tign required. The piracy of trade- 
marks in the Far East has of late 
assumed formidable proportions. 
If it. were confined to China and 
the Chinese it would be reasonable 
to hope that in course of tivne the 
evil could be checked by persuading 
the Central Government to enact 
snitable regglations. But the piracy 
is carrie {on in Japan on a far more 
extensive scale, and the prospects 
of amelioration are not so bright, 
for the fault lies deep, in the very 
essence of the ‘Japanese law on 
‘trade-marks. 

That the complaintagainst Japan- 
ese piracy is not merely the view 
of foreign trade rivals is proved by 
recent utterances of the Japanese 
Minister of Agriculture and (‘om- 
merce. Speaking ut a dinner piven 
by the Director of the Patent Office 
on January 14, Mr. K. Matsuoka

there are some bringing discredit 
upon their country... They do 
not hesitate to te foreign 
products nor to steal foreign trade- 
marks,” The Minister of Com- 
merce proceeded to indicate the 
steps that Japan would have to 
take to prevent this universal 
plundering and pleaded for effective 
measures “to raise the moral 
standard” of Japanese traders. 
In the face of this striking acknow- 
ledgement on the part of a Mi 

no diffidence need be felt in em- 
phasizing the wide extent of the 
teil and. its possible effect. on 
Japan's foreign relations. It would, 
indeed, be idle to seek to deny the 
existence of this wholesale piracy 
of trade-marks ; but it will not: 
have been 80 generally kriowa, 
before Mr. Matsuoka’s admissions, 
how powerless foreign merchants 
in existing circumstances to 
obtain redress. Where individual 
claimants have failed to secure the 
protection of the Japanese Courts, 
there has always been room for the 
supposition that there has been a 
technical flaw in the appeal to 
the law. Investigation, however, 
proves that the law itself is as 
mach at fault as the interpretation 
put upon it by the judges. In its 
present state it would be almost a 
solecism to find judgement gi 
in favour of a foreign plaintiff, 
however obvious may appear the 
infringement under complaint. As 
framed to-day the law encourages 
the counterfeiting of trade-marks, 
and the Patent Bureau which exists 
ostensibly for the protection of 
trade, whether Japanese or foreign, 
has been proved to be useless. In 
the presence of its Director Mr. 
Matsuoka urged that care and im- 
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partiality should be shown, and] 


that ‘not content with the m 
wording of the law, the offi 
should enter into its spirit of. 
giving protection to rightful 
owners.” It is true that Japan can 

int to a clause in its Trade-mark 

ws which states that “ Trade- 
marks in regard to which the 
apprehension exists that they will 
deceive peoplecannot be registered,” 
but it would be difficult to adduce 
an instance where this has been 
put into effect. Presumably this 
and other clauses have some mean- 
ing in respect to imitations of 
Japanese marks, but as far as the 
Patent Bureau is concerned, no 
consideration to the most widely- 
known foreign mark is ever shown. 

The world is thus left with the 
uncomfortable reflexion that neither 
Japanese law nor public opinion 
regards the piracy of foreign trade- 
marks as an offence. It is not 
contended that the Japanese should 
not imitate goods manufactured 














abroad, but the deliberate adoption 
of well-known marks—the “ chops” 
on which the Chinese especially 
set so mach store—is an itimoral 
act designed to deceive the pur- 
chaser.. Carried on to the extent 
now prevailing in Japan it becomes 
‘a’ national vice, which must in 
time re-act on the country far more 
seriously than by merely affecting 
the fortunes of the 1912 Exhibi- 
tion. It will be well, indeed, if 
we may look upon Mr. Matsuoka’s 
notable speech as an indication that 
the Japaneso Government is at 
last alive to the seriousness of the 
situation. He went so fur as to 
say that anese application for 
the registration of a recognized 
foreign trade-mark should not be 
granted, even if the mark had not 
been registered in Japan. If the 
whole code affecting trade-marks 
could be altered in this spirit, there 
would be. some purpose in the 
ratification of an agreement on the 
subject between Great Britain and 
Japan. But to confirm by written 
undertaking existing practice in 
Japan in regard to trade-marks 
would bring no relief to foreigners 
in that country, while it might 
serve as a stimulus to dishonest 
Japanese traders and others to 
extend yet further their piracy 
enterprise in China,

‘The 
plan of alterations was due in the first 
instance, as usual, to private enterprise, 
the intention of which was that the 
Marble Arch should stand out in the 
centre of an immense open semi-circle, 
This plan has been modified by the 
London County Wouncil (with how 
much benefit remains to be seen) from 
‘ semi-circle to an oblong.

The lodge now on the west of the arch 
will be removed to some distance on the 
other side and placed beside the new 
royal entrance to Hyde Park which is to 
be made there. Only the old stone which 
‘marks the course of the now submerged 
Tybarn will remain” in’ position, 
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Thence, the railings will curve inwards, 
leaving the Arch in all its dignity on 


‘an open space 475 ft. long by 220 ft. |; 


wide, The idea sounds excellent, and 
the only apprebension one may feel 
is that the new desire to open up 
London may end in the destraction of 
moch that now makes her real attrac- 
tion, As Whistler showed us, the 
unique besaty, of London consists in 
her irregularity, in the purely fortuitous 
arrangement of her buildings ; and any 
attempt to “ Haussmannize” London, 
after the manner in which Paris has 
been laid oat, cannot be too strongly 
deprecated. Fortanately London has 
fone asset which should alwayn save her 
from the worst glaring nakedness of 
Paris, by covering her with a veil of 
glamour and mystery,—her smoke.

RICSHAS AND TRAMS 


With the inaaguration of the tram- 
way service « brighter era comes to a 
tnajority of the community of Shan, 
for it will no longer be entirely 
dependent upon ricshas, in fine weather 
‘and foul: and although there ought to 
be sufficient traffic still to give em- 
ployment to as many ricshas as ‘are 
jicensed in the Settlement now, s 
substantial improvement will be needed 
if the old form of cor ince is to retain 
its place in public patronage. When 
compared with similar vehicles in otber’ 
parts of China the Shanghai ricsha has 
much in its favour, but one has only to 
cross over to Japan to see a service that. 
is immensely superior and by going 
further afield there are to be seen 
public ricshas still better, which 
compete successfully, in several cities, 
with modern electric tram services. 
‘The differences are both in the coolie 
‘and in the ricshe and more particularly 
in the unvarying cleanliness in other 
countries compared with the disrep- 
utable filthiness of the Uhinese vebicles. 
‘Look at a line of ricshas waiting at a 
stand | Here one sees a row of vehicles 
built in a shape that gives no comfort 
to the rider seats are too low or 
the floors too high. Usually a shaft is 
loose and the wheels wobble on the 
axles and give » rythmical sway from 











side to side which is interrapted re- 
galarly by the spring of the loose shaft. 
The ricsha needs a coat of paint; the 
seat is dirty and the floor is worse ; while 
the coolie himself is often no better 
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‘than his vehicle. Many of them, 
especially the old opiam smokers who 
prowl abgut at night, are physically 
unfit for their work ; and, also at night, 
many boys, too young for such labour, 
frequently do duty as ricsha coolies, 
probably in lieu of licensed fathers or 
brothers. 


ROME AND THE VATICAN. 

It is not uninteresting to notice that 
according to recent Italian newspapers 
the embalmed body of the late Pope 
Leo XIII has not yet been transferred 
from St. Peter's to the tomb prepared 
for it in St. John Lateran, whith was 
his Holiness’ titular church. According 
to the usual practice the remains 
fof the late Pope would have been 
left in St. Peter's for two or three 
years only, during which » place would 
have been prepared for it in the older 
basilica. The tomb of Leo XIII, which 
isa fine stracture of bronze and marble 
with an excellent portrait of the late 
Pope, was ready a year ago if wo 
recollect rightly, and the translation 
was to have béen effected last summer ;

THE “OUNCIL AND THE 
TRAMWAYS. | 

The difference of opinion that 
has unhappily existed between the 
Council and the Tramway Com- 
pany arose from the former's 
insistence that the Company shall issue 
books of second-class tickets at the rate 
of fifty tickets to the dollar, according 
to the original contract. It will be 
remembered that in he Tramway agree- 
ment of 1905 provision was made that 
the fare for each second-class passenger 
should be two Mexican cents per section 
Considerations which were fully set forth 
in a letter addressed to the Council in 
the middle of January led the Tramway 
Company to that the second- 
‘class fare should be raised to three cents 
for the first section, remaining st two 
cents per section for each subsequent 
section traversed. To this proposal 
the Council agreed, merely stipulat- 
ing that tickets of a face value 
of two cents, must be sold to the 
public in books of fifty for a 
dollar. The Tramway Company now 
argues that the sale of tickets 
jin this way would be a direct incentive 
to the conductors to buy books of 
‘coupons, charge three cents for the 
tickets contained therein, over the first 
section, and pocket the odd cent. It 
is argued that no feasible precaution 
‘could be devised to prevent dishonesty

AN OUTPOST OF EMPIRE. 
From the pages of the “ British 
North Borneo Herald" we have now 
received full ccount of those 
timistic speeches at the North Borneo 
dinner on which we based an article 
two months ago; and it may be per- 
missible to supplement what we then 
said of the developments of this it 
teresting outpost of Empire. There ix 
no lack of picturesque details. As for 
instance, that in the eighteenth centary 
the first of all chartered companies, the 
East India Company, landed » pair of 
elephants on the island, from which has 
sprung a magnificent herd. Unfor- 
tunately the herd seems occasionally too 
magnificent, for it has lately ran amok 
in the North Borneo {telegraph system 
—which is 800 miles Tong—and there- 
by prevented » telegram from being 
‘sent direct from Sendakan to the Hotel 
Cecil. on the night of the dinner. Turn- 
ing to the market value of North 
Borneo, apart from the telegraph 
system already mentioned and @ 
railway 120 miles in length, we 
find that the State controls 20,000,000 
sores of land suitable for the 
cultivation of different tropical pro- 
ucts, without calculating on their 
undoubted mineral wealth and vast 
timber ; that seven rabber companies 
fare at work with promising success, 
while one tobacco company at least 
thas been able to pay twenty per cent on 
its working in 1906. Of the coaling 
prospects and achievements of North 
Borneo we have spoken before; but 
‘a word must be said for the pacifying 
uence of the Company among the 
nati of whom 150,000 ‘have been 
reclaimed from barbarism while head- 
hunting and piracy have been stopped. 
That the North Borneo ni 
naturally peaceable or easily-nianaged 
‘may be gathered from the experiences of 
early pioneers, and evidencéd by the per- 
petual native troubles with which Dateh 
colonist i 
had to contend for over thirty years. 
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Hitherto the Chartered Company of 
North Borneo has parsued its exploita- 
tion very quietly, but the time appears 
to be at hand when its uae will be as! 
familiar as any other part of the Empire! 
which offers a career to those who look 
beyond the beaten tracks of the Home 
Country. Constitutionally speaking 
there are undoubted objections to the 
principle of Chartered Companies. But 
those objections are not wholly uncon- 
nected with the extent to which the 
territory under control is known ; and 
it is a fair assumption that if the Bri- 
ish North Borneo Company has done 
well when its deeds were secret it will 
continue to give an equally satisfactory 
account of itself in th

‘CONSERVATISM. 
The perversity of (Chinese conser- 
vatisom and ite” indiference to pro- 
gress, to use mo stronger term, 
is well illustrated in Chinkiang at 
present by tho unavailing efforts 
‘of the railway anthorities to get 
permission to open a road leading from 
the Maloo to the Depét. At present 
the old Nanking road rons throngh » 
narrow archway, about seven feet wide, 
between a temple and a beggar's refuge. 
The condition of this archway is a 
disgrace to the Chinese officials. It is 
‘constantly filled with miserable, starving 
wretches who are turned out of the 


beggar’s refuge to die. There is scarcely 
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‘aday but that some poor wretch liev 
there in the mortal agonies of death as 
the indifferent, busy crowds go back 
and forth, jammed in this narrow pass, 
and almost trampling over the dying 
wretches. I have seen as many as four 
dead bodies lying on this road, one of 
the most important arteries of traffic 
running into the city. Sometimes 
these dead bodies, often’ stark naked, 
lie there all day before they are removed. 
This refuge is under the control of the 
Chinkiang Taotai. The new Taotai in 
said to be progressive, No one will 
beliove it unless he takes steps to 
remove these disgraceful conditions on 
a public roadway that must soon be the 
main street connecting the native city 
and the foreign concessi ith the 
Depét of the Shanghai-Nanking Rail-

‘To widen this rosd, which is already 
congested with the country traffic, 
hundreds of men and donkeys using 
it daily for bringing fuel and country 
produce to the city, it will be necessary 
to remove this ancient archway and the 
temple beside it, Because it is very 
old (and it looks it) it has assumed a 
certain amount of sacredness to the 
Chinese mind and they have balked 
every effort of the engineers to have 
it removed, and a roadway that will be 
adequate for the traffic that will come 
with the opening of the oi o 
next month seems to bea vain hope. 
So that tens of thousands of people 
will have to be inconvenienced in the 
fature and crowded into a filthy, seven 
foot wide archway, where a forty foot 
rond is needed, because of foolish 
piece of Chinese conservatism and 
obstinacy. The Chinkiang Taotai will 
be the byword of every person who 
comes into Chinkiang over the Shanghai- 
Nanking Railway, as they are jostled 
and crashed into this narrow passage 
amid filthy, dying beggars, anless he 
removes this disgrace as he has the 
power of doing. 
MISCELLAWRONS. 

We regret to see that the Chinkiang 
| Council has reversed the 
decision it made last year not to renew 
the opium licenses in the Conceasion this 
year.

February 2. 

Mt, Paul Bourget, hitherto known 
only as a novelist, has yisde a ve 
successful attempt to become a dram 
tist, His play, based upon one of his 
best-known novels “Le Divorce,” is 
drawing crowds to the Vaudeville 
Theatre, partly, it may be, through the 
intrinsic merit of the work, bat also 
owing to tho’ free advertisement 
obtaining in the newspapers. Divo: 
in fact, has become the topic of 
hour, just as other grave problems 
occasionally thrast themselves for 
brief space on a generally heedless 
public. The play, as may readily be 
supposed, merely reproduces, in an 
interesting form. what has been argued 
time after time for and against divorce 
‘as an institution ; so that the discussion 
‘excited by the play has more freshness 
about it than the ideas 
puts into bis characters’ moutbe, The 























most remarkable contribution to the 
debate comes, in spite of himself, from 
M. Briand, Minister of Justice and Vice- 
President of the Council «f Ministers. 
‘The views in question were privately 
expressed some months ago, we art 
told, and they are now given to the 
public by one of bis friends. M. Bris 
himself, in a letter to the paper which 
published the article, states that it is 
not in conformity with his views; but 
he does not go into detail or indicate 
how or to what extent his opinions now 
jiffer from those attributed to him. 
letter, in fact, looks remarkably 
démenti diplomatiqne,” extract- 
ed from him by the force of circum- 
stances or, in other words, by a storm 
of adverse criticism and s belief on the 
of his own friends that he has let 
the cat out of the bag rather prematarely. 
BUSINESSLIKE MARRIAGE, 
According to the article in question, 
M. Briand not only approves of divorce 
in principle, but thinks it should be 
‘obtainable by mutual consent. He goes 
farther still and says that the contract 
ought to be determinable at the will of 
one of the parties, on condition that due 
provision is male for the future of the 
other, The legislator, he thinks, ought 
to regard marriage from a purely objec- 
tive point of view, and subject it to just 
the same condi 
of contract, 
of marriage as a lifelong union st 
M. Briand as objectionable, because it 
out of harmony with of the prin- 
ciples of modern law, which lays dowp 
that no one can pledge his services 
except for a definite undertaking or 
subject todue notice. M. Briaod thinks 
marriage might perfectly well be 
governed by the existing law on con- 
tracts of service and, like them, be 
terminable either by matual consent or 
on payment of dam to be 
assessed by the Courts. If this state 
‘of things, as no doubt it would, led to 
many temporary unions, it would be 
preferable, M. Briand holds, to the 
Present system, under which people 
marry without uny real knowledge of 
their future partner's character and 
discover the mistake only when it is 
irreparable. Inother words, M. Briand 
would like to put marriage on a strictly 
basiness basis. He kindly leaves people 
free to put as much religious feeling 
into the matter as they choose, but 
the effects of this feeling appear to 
him a negligeable quantity so far 
‘as the interests of the community 
‘are concerned. In the mouth of M. 
Briand, a shiaing light of the party in 
power and the most prominent member 
of the Cabinet after M. Clemenceau,

A NEW ARCHBIGHOP. 

The Cardinal Archbishop of Paris 
Mgr. Richard, has passed away at the 
ripe old age of eighty-nine. For the 
lest few years he had been little more 
than the nominal head of his diocese, 
the hard work falling upon his coad~ 
jotor, Mgr. Amette, who now becomes 
Archbishop of Paris in his stead. 
Mgr. Richard was a kindly, devout, 
old man, who rose every morning 
at five o'clock, winter and summer 
and was perfectly happy so long as 
he could rer wi in 
oratory or his library. His policy was 
always one of unquestioning obedience 
to the head of the Chorch. His 
successor has begun well, by notifying 
Mgr Richard's death to the President 
‘of the Republic, who sent a polite 
message of condolence in reply. Here- 
in was no great matter, perhaps, but 
Mgr. Awette's ect shows a concilia- 
tory spirit and it will be good for all 
concerned if Church and State, now 
separated, can preserve at least an 
‘outward semblance of mutual respect: 
Mgr. Amette also asked

Cardinal's remains in the cathedral of 
Notre Dame, The new Archbishop, a 
mere youth of fifty-seven, has a. 
reputation for prodent management 
od indastry rather than com- 
bativeness ; ‘but, as coadjutor, 
has necessarily kept his own view 
more or less in the background, an 
being the first Archbishop of Pai 
to enter upon his fanctions on the new 
basis of separation between Church and 
State, he may not prove quite so 
pliable as bis predecessor.

Many of them brought 
some small object, such as & prayer- 
book or rosary, with which they 
touched the dead hands, in the 
belief that some special benediction 
would accrue from the contact.

Avy such marks on a stone presented 
‘as having been obtained by an artificial 
process would have excited suspicion 
immediately. If the signs attracted 10 
remark from the London experts, the 
first in the world, either these gentle- 
men must have been careless to an in- 
eredible extent or there were no such 
marks on the stones they examined ; 
in which case the evidence of 
the Paris experts counts for 
nothing. Another theory is that 
the marks were not discovered 
until aftér Sir Julius Wernher 
parted with his money and that he 
abstained at the time from prosecuting 
because he perferred to avoid disclosing 
the fact that he had been swindled, and 
only made up his mind to lodge a com- 
plaint against Lemoine because the 
Intter was using the Jewish millionsire's 
name and capital as a means to induce 
others to take up the artificial diamond 
scheme. Thus, it will be seen, the case 
resents plenty of room for argument. 

‘hether Lemoine will be allowed an 
opportunity of proving his claim to 
make diamonds is not yet decided. It 
ought not to be impossible to make such 
arrangements as would give him a fair 
chanc® to substantiate his assertions and 
would at the same time prevent any 
trickery.

Dean Srns,—The heavy losses that 
have occurred in shipments of wood oil 
fron China have led to a careful investi- 
gation by experts here, the result of 
which shows that a large part of these 
losses by leakage can be guarded against 
by careful attention to stowage of the 
barrels when loading in Shanghai. 

The Associated Importers of New 
York have taken up the question and 
have approved of certain rules, The 
National Board of Murine Underwriters 
have also approved of them. We desire 
to add our endorsement, and earnestly 
request that the Shanghai Chamber of 
Commerce will give its aid to this 
movement, and endeavour to establish 
these rules, and arrange that steamers 
loading wood oil at Shanghai may be 
obliged to conform to them for the 
safety of all concerned.

RULES FOR STOWAGE OF NUT OIL. 

“This oil should be stowed in the 
coolest place in the ship, and below the 
water-line and no case near the 
boilers or in the ‘tween decks. The 
best place to stow it, is in the fore of 
after lower hold. The following rules 
must be observed :— 

* The oil must be stowed on « solid 
level and in square tiers, fall bilge and 
cantline. The bottom tier must be 
well bedded, beds placed netr the 
heads, for near the head the barrel is 
the strongest and will stand the most 
ressure.” 

«Bilge must be free, and a straight 
cantline must be kept.’ 

‘Do not: stow the heads of barrels 
too close together in bottom tier, as 
the barrels vary in length one or two 


inches.’ 























“If two or three tiers are stowed in 
the lower hold, an intervening deck 
must be laid before other cargo is put 
on top, #0 as to relieve the oil from the 
heavy weight of the other cargo.” 

“Coffee, rice, saigo, bone oF bone 
dust, or any similar dry cargo, must 
not be stowed near the oil, as they ba 
a tandency to draw the oil, and all oils 
will expand when heated.’ 

“On receiving the oil on board, the 
cooperage should be well looked after, 
especially that the chime and bilge 
hoops are well driven and in good 
order.’

follow the usual custom and take them 
‘as read. You are nodoubt all perfectly 
aware of the state of depression. and 
stagnation in all branches of trade, 
both Import and Export, that has been 
experienced in Shanghai during the 
past year and a yo will therefore not be 
‘surprised to learn that our business has 
been adversely affected by the general 
falling off in the movements of goods 
‘and produce. Owing to this cause our 
revenue shews the very serions decrease 
of about Tis. 95,500 on that of 1906, 
or twenty per cent on our gross receipte, 
but while this is certainly-unsatisfactory 
Tam able to assure you that it is not 
‘owing to opposition that our receipts 
are less, but solely to the falling off in 
the trade of the Port; indeed, it 
is with pleasure I can state that 
during the year we have regained 
constituents who, owing to circumstances 
iit is not necessary to detail, had left us 
a year or two ago. Now although the 
gross receipts show a large falling off, 
I think you will consider it very satis- 
factory to learn that our nett revenue 
shews a decided improvement on that 
of 1906—the Balance of working 
account being Tis. 126,811.03 for 1907 
against Tls. 109,734.93 for the previous 
year, or a difference in favour of 1907 
of Tis. 17,076.10. This improved state 
of affairs has been brought about by. 
the exercise of rigid economy in 
working expenses of the company's 
basiness, and it is with pleasure the 
Directors wish to express their thanks 
to their colleague Mr. G. M. Wheelock 
for the zeal and energy he has displayed 
in so successfully managing the com- 
pany'’s business. As stated in the 
report, the company's large fleet has 
been kept in an excellent and efficient 
state of repsir ; it may interest you to 
know that during the past five years no 
less « sum than Tlv. 292,692.58 has been 
‘expended on repairs and maintance, or 
an average of Tis. 58,538.51 per 
anonm, paid entirely from working 
account. Thus you will understand that

ete. The directors, however, are satisfied 
that we possess an asset in our property 
‘acconnt fairly representing the price at 
which it stands. We are, as you will 
see by the accounts, building up a re- 
serve and depreciation tund which to- 
day amounts to Tis. 75,000, and it will. 
be the policy of the directors to add 
steadily to this fund annually as cireum- 
stances permit. Gentlemen, I now beg 
to propose that the report and accounts 
as presented be approved and passed, 
bat before putting this resolution to the 
meeting I shall be pleased to answer to 
the best of my ability any question that 
the shareholders may desire to ask.

It is proposed that we should follow 
in the settlements the general policy 
pursued in the native city and permit 
the sale of crude opium for a period of 
say the ten years covered by the Im- 
perial Edict.” These opium sale houses 
would of course be licensed by the ' oun- 
cil, Their number should never be in- 
creased and their sales should bedecreased. 
proportionately every year. The licence 
tax on these, establishments should be 
raised to the highest possible point 
with a view to making opiuin as dear 
‘as possible and consequently out of the 
reach of the poorer classes. The 
Council would be able after an audit of 
the books to ascertain the total quantity 
sold by each house during the past 
year. The licences for the ensviog 
Year should state explicitly the amount 
they are allowed to sell, which would 
be one-tenth less than the last year, 
‘The revenue derived from these licences 
would go a long way to meet the deficit 
caused by the closing of the ordinary 
opium dens. To the sam thus obtained 
should be added the income derived 
from brothel wine licences which will 
take the place of the opium licences 
now issued. 

It has not been contemplated in any 
official quarters to stop immediately 
all smoking of opium throughout the 
Empire. The Imperial Edict has dis- 
tinetly laid down that a period of ten 
‘years is allowed for the gradual extine- 
tion of the babit. Those who wish to 
‘consume opium in their own houses 
will themselves prepare it in tl 
homes. The difficulties in the way of 
preparation and the enhanced price of 
te article will make it » most difficult 
proceeding for the coolies and poorer 





























classes to obtain the drug. They will 
then be compelled by force of cireum- 
stances to abandon the opium habit. I 
think we shall all agree that everything 
is to be gained by making the opium 
smoking wretches who are the cause of 
a great deal of the crime of the settle 
ment abandon the habit which leads 
them into debt and consequently into 
rien 

I think there is no question but that 
‘the Central Government is sincere and 
in earnest in its attempt to put down 
the opium habit. Foreigners who wel- 
come the Edict need not be discouraged 
‘owing to the fact that in many places 
the Edict is a dead letter. It seems to me 
immense progress has been made and 
there is no doubt but that the officials 
who are lukewarm in the carrying out 
of their instractions will be visited with 
punishment in due time. In any case 
it behoves us in this model settlement 
to do everything in our power to show 
our sympathy with this great moral 
reform movement. 

A Chinese official who neither reads 
nor speaks English discussing the

“We are very disappointed that you

‘and will be welcomed by the Central 
Government, and all thonghtfal Chinese 
‘who sincerely desire the civilized de- 
velopment of their country. 

‘A suggestion to reduce the number 
of opium dens would not seem to meet 
thé case for even if half the exis! of 
“places are left to ply their trade, it will 
méan that places of public resort will 
be open to smokers and a’trade in the 
nature of a monopoly will be left in 
‘the bands of a limited number who will 
‘reap a rich harvest. 

‘Phere ‘are evidences to show that the 
carrying ont of the policy of abolition 
‘will be welcomed by the British and 
‘Indian Governments. Doubtless there 
will be many who will object that the 
Chinese will continue to smoke opium 
in any case and accuse the Chinese Gov- 
ertiment of all sorts of ulterior motives,

In reply, I beg to state that I have 
read the articles in question and note

I bave not heard that either of the

Huang- 
pu Conservancy Board’s surveyor, and

sure, disperse any anxiety on the part 
of those interested in the prosperity of 
the shipping trade, as far as concerns 
the waters of the port.

ANOTHER PIRATE ARRESTED, 


In connexion with the attack upon 
the steamlannches on the Huangpn a 
man named Chéng, who is a native of 
Anbui snd a time-expired soldier, was 
recently arrested by the Pootung 
authorities. In his ‘place of conceal- 
ment three rifles, about ninety cartridges 
‘and ten pearls were found. “The ruffian 
was subsequently sent to the yamén of 
the Magistrate of the Native City." At 
the trial the prisoner at first ‘denied 
having taken part inthe attack ; bat 
after a severe cross-examination he said 
he was the “ protégé” of Yu Mén- 
ting (who is one of the five notorious 
robber chiefs in Kashing, and for 
whose apprehension a reward is 
offered) with whom and a number 
of others he attacked and plandered 
the launches. He stated that Yu had 
given him forty dollars, two fur coats, 
one silver watch and ten pearls for 
helping him in the attack, and that he 
(Chéng) had been employed to ascertain 
the strength and movements of ‘the 
Government troops and to purchase 
rifles and amumnition. After.the'trial 
his Worship Liat once telegraphed to 
the Governor, H. E. Ohén-Ch’i-tai, and 
Provincial Treasurer Jui Oh&ng (who 
is also the head of the Police Depart- 
ment of the Liangkiang and Chékinig 
provinces) informing them of the arrest 
‘of the outlaw and of his cottfession; sad 
asking for instructions, -On ‘Friday 
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morning his Worship received a retarn 
dispatch instructing him to send the 
prisoner to Soochow at once. Ching 
was accordingly escorted there by train 
on Friday afternoon and in passing the 
Settlement he was photographed by the 
Police. 

THE SUPPRESSION OF PIRACY 

A letter from Peking states that, 
owing to lack of funds and the activity 
of robbers and pirates, the Viceroy at 
‘Nanking and the Governors of Kiangsu 
and Chékiang have jointly asked the 
Throne for permission to pur- 
chase arms and ammunition with the 
surplus of the customs revenue of the 
two provinces, for the purpose of sup- 
pressing the insurgents. It is reported 
that the request has been granted. 

THE CHIENTAO AFFAIR. 

HLE. Hen Shib-chang, Viceroy of 
Mancharia, has telegraphed to the central 
Government stating that he is in receipt 
of a report from Taotai ' hén Chao- 
ch’ang to the effect that the Japanese 
at Chientao are taking up a more 
aggressive attitude.

A BICYCLE IN 
HUPEH.

Husngp’i, Febroary 23. 

T got back last evening from a six 
dass’ tour through Eastern Hupeh with 
ny bieycle. As it was the first occasion 
on which a bicycle has been seen ip 
those parts; you may guess that the ex- 
citement along the route was pretty keen.

easily described. Three times baffaloes 
tethered to trees, snapt their cords in 
their anxiety to get away and the dogs 
barked vigorously but with wise caution 
did not advance too near. Once while 
T was trying t0 dismount gracefully 
on s high bank, two feet wide or less, 
because it got too rough to ride further, 
the bicycle slipped down into the rice- 
field, the front wheel and handle bars 
being buried in the water in which I 
found royself standing half-way up to 
[my knees. 
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Several different names were given the 
machine, but “fengch’e"—wind carriage, 
was generally used, others calling 
“hsiench'e,” “yangch'e"and “kangch’e.

OPIUM IN 
THE PHILIPPINES, 


(By the Rev. Hampden du Bose, D.D.) 





THE Last 


March 1, 1908, is a historic day 
the American Islands off Cathay’s 
‘cific Coast, for on and after that date 
t shall be unlawful for any person 
in the Philippine Islands to inhale, 
smoke, chew, ewallow, inject or other- 
wise ase or permit to be used ip or on 
his body any opium except for medicinal 












parposes,”” and the “possession of any 
jpium pipe, instrament, apparatus or 
paraphernalia for using or smoking 

jm, or any hyperdermic syringe for 
using cocaine, alpha or beta eucaine, or 
any derivative oi preparation of such 
drags” is forbidden, and ~ it shall be 
unlawful for any person to hold or to 
have in his possession, or under his 
control or subject to his disposition any 
opium, cocaine, alpha or beta eucsine 
or any derivative preparation of such 
drags or substances. 

















THREE YEARS GRADUAL RES 


On March 3, 1905, the American 
Congress passed “An Act gradually 
to restrict and regulate the sale and use! 
of opium in the Philippine Islands in 
whatever form except for medicinal 
purposes". “ Opium within the 
ing of this act shall embrace every kind, 
class of character of opium, whether 
crude, prepared, or refuse, and all nar- 
oti preparations thereof or therefrom, 
and all morphine or alkaloid of opium 
and all prepara which opium, 
morphine or any alkaloid of opium 
enters ac an ingredient ". 

When the Act of Congress war pas- 
sed it was estimated that the were 
70,000 Chinese and 10,000 Filipinos 
in the archipelago who were habitués 
of the pipe. The ~+ Manila Times” of 
January 10, 1908 says, “Even allowing 
that there are six or seven bandred 
Chinese smoking opium in Manila, the 
great reduction from the original 9,000 
in the metropolis when the official anti- 
opium campaign started is striking and 
speaks eloquently of the success so far 
attained. Meanwbile the Chinese who 
aro still using the drag are continuing 
to give themselves up for treatment 
and avail themselves of the means the 
government has placed at their disposal 
to cure them of the vicious habit.’

A former philanthropic resident of 
Shanghai writes 


“You will be more than glad to 
know that the American Government 
is putting forth an earnest and success- 
fal effort to secure the entire cessation 
of the use of opium on March 1, 1908, 
when the new law goes into effect. Each 
smoker is licensed, but for several months: 
monthly tax has been increased 
and each month the tax will be 
added to, up to the time when the 
le of opium becomes absolutely 
illegal. Vigorous efforts are also being 
made to prevent illegal sales: three 
Americans have recently been con- 
vieted and severely sentenced for the 
handling of the drug surreptitiously. 
The good faith of the Government is 
perhaps best shown by the fact that the 
Health department has arranged to 
care for all the Chinese who desire 
medical treatment. The effect, as I 
am reliably informed, is that many of 
the Chinese are already abandoning the 
tse of the drag, seeing that the Go

JUDGEMENT.

the management of the bu 
the Brewery, that the plai 
not necessarily put upon inquiry, and 
generally that he was so outside tho 
business that full allowance should 
be made for him. Now such being 
the attitude that he bas taken up 
ink it material to go- into the 
history of this caso from the begin- 
ning. The whole proceedings arose 
out of the death of Mr, Patel 
who died in July, 1899, and the 
Brewery which he had been running ua- 
successfully, for which he was indebted 
for very considerable amounts to the 
plaintiff, and probably thongh it is not 
material also to the defendant. The 
Brewery was in a sorewhat hopeless 
condition at the time of Mr. Patch’s 
death. On his death it appears from 
the evidence given by the plaintiff that 
both Evans and Co., that is plaintiff's 
firm, and Gande & Co, « firm of which 
defendant was practically owner or at 
events the greatest partner, took 
‘energetic steps to defend their interests, 
‘A good deal of money seems to have 
been due to Evans & Co, and I may 
say that so far as I can see by these 
proceedings a very large amount of this, 
in fact practically the whole of it, was 
liquidated on Evans’ taking over the 
Brewery himself, on payment of £1,500 
to the administrators of the deceased 
Patch. Now it is rather material 
to look at the conduct of the plain- 
tiff at that time, of this man who 
now says that he knew very lit- 
te about the business. He appears 
to have taken such energetic steps to 
protect his own interests that there was 
actually a mandamus from this Court to 
restrain him from interfering. At an 
earlier period he appears to have been 
negotiating with fendant for 
starting partnership with reference to 
this brewery. This was a time when 
be was very much involved with the 
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Brewery, and it is absolutely impossi 
ble for me to believe that he did not 
know absolutely what the position of 
affairs was. ia 
‘The partnership negotiations went off, 
and in November.

‘And I must point out that in thin case 
the plaintiff has come here seeking for 
equitable relief, and he is coming after 
1 very considerable lapse of time, after 
having allowed these accounts to remain 
uncomplained of daring several years ; 
it is for him under any circumstances 
to show that there is a mistake in the 
accounts, and in view of this conduct of 
hia, which seems to me to amount to 
laches, he would certainly be put very 
strictly to proof of there being any 
error in these accounts. I do not say 
that the explanation I have given of 
these amounts is the correct one, bat, 
the plaintiff has certainly furnished 
no better explanation; indeed, as regards 
the Tis. 4,907 he has given, as far as I 





jean understand, no explanation what 


sosver. . 
That brings us down to the end of 
the second period, that is to say to the 
period at which Gande was administer- 
ing this Brewery in the interests of 
the plaintiff. At that period the 








fold negotiations for the partnorship 


appear to have been resumed. As I 
have already pointed out it is non- 
sense for the plaintiff to pretend that 
he was not very much au fait of 
the whole Brewery transactions, and 
from the fact that, after the defen- 
dant had been managing this business 
for over & year, he is willing to enter 
into partnership with him, he seems to 
have been satisfied with the way in 
which Gande had been running this 
business. He must have gone into the 
bosiness before entering into partnership, 
‘and I am perfectly satisfied in my owa 
mind that a man of plaintiff's business 
qualifications is not in the least likely 
‘to have gone with his eyes shut into this 
partnership, however much he relied 
upon his partner. Now the facts in 
this case are extremely difficult to prove, 
‘owing to the lapse of time which there 
has been in instituting this action, but’ 
these letters are here and they speak 
for themselves. The partnership was 
based upon two letters, and the first is! 
1s letter from the plaintiff, which begins 
in this way: “ Referring to our con-| 
versation” ete., which shows that there 
hhad been negotiations beforehand. Then 
there follow certain terms which were in 
‘the end accepted, and I notice that one of 
the terms which is alleged to form part 
of the contract of partnership, and 
which has never been proved, enters 
into paragraph 2 (b) of the statement 
brpeeged where the plaintiff that 

the property, with the exception of | 
the plant belonged to him nbeolutely. 
Nothing is said about that. There is 
another point in this letter. In para- 
graph 5 plaintiff says that he is to 
be consulted in: all cases outside the 
ordinary business of providing and 
executing orders. It is absolutely idle 
for plaintiff to pretend that he is a 

1 partner when he insists upon 
this. On all accounts he has to be 
consulted, and on any question of 
business other than simply making 
beer and furnishing it to those who 
order it, he is to be consulted. And 
again, in this letter of January 2, from 
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defendant you get the statement that 
copies and particnlars of the balance 
sheet showing the Brewery’s working: 
ap to September 30, together with 
copies of the journsl entries that 
had to be made “in order to put the 
accounts into the form that you 
required them, and I trast that the 
‘acconnts now sent to you- will be 
found to be in order,” showing that 
the plaintiff knew all about these 
acconnts, that he knew perfectly well 
what was going on, and that he had 
been consulted throughout by defendant 
in nccordance with the terms of that 
paragraph I have read, and in the way 
I should have two business 
‘men to consult each other on entering 
into partnership. 


There is another point which, though 
small one, is worth touching upon. 
That is the opportunities the plaintiff 
might have hed for looking into these 
matters. His office is opposite that of 
the defendant—I do not know whether 
they remain there still—but there is no 
doubt abont it.that daring the whole 
of this time the partice were in such 
close proximity to each other and 
holding such intimate relations with 
each other, that I have no doubt that 
plaintiff must have known, or at all 
events, could have known, all that was 
going on. 


I have made my remarks upon the 
particular item the plaintiff now seeks 
to insert in the accounts. I thought it 
was right to do #0 because I wanted to 
show that plaintiff had not shown to my 
satisfaction, any error in this acoount, 
Even if he had, unless he had shown 
that there was fraud, or that he had 
been misled, we come to the plea by 
defendant that this is an account stated 
‘aud settled, and therefore that in view 
of all the facts of the case plaintiff is 
bound by the seconat and cannot reopen 
‘it now. 


The case of Willisms v. Page 
has been cited, and it seems to 
me that there is in that judgement 
material which enables one to under- 
stand exactly the way in which a case 
of this kind should be looked at. The 
Master of the Rolls says: “ Having 
regard to the discretion which Courte 
of Equity have al i 











an important branch of Equity itself, 
I should think that a Court of Equi 
would refuse relief to shareholders and 
decline to decree such general account 
against persons so situated, who had 
three or four years before rendered their 
accounts, and this without meeting with 
any comment or remonstrance on the 
part of the shareholders.” That prac- 
tically is the position of defendant 
in this case, and it is curions- 
ly exemplified by this contention about 
the stock book and vouchers for the 
early period of this Brewery business 
for the judgement goes on: “They 
might well suppose that they had got 
rid of the whole matter, and have lost 
or failed to preserve’ vouchers and 
evidence on the subject of their 
accounts.” That seems to me to be 
exactly the position in which the 
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case vl 
bli in conse of his,

‘that they showed profit, and that that 
was all he cared about, so he put them 
in his drawer, This contioued certain- 
ly for two or three years without any 
objection on his part, although, as I 
have pointed ont, he must have known 
all about them if he took intelligent 
interest in the business, and if be had 
any objection to these accounts which 
eee be rendered in the form 
himself desired, he should have 
taken action at an earlier date than he 
It is true that he did in 1904, 
“ he was perfectly entitled to do, get 
someone to go into the accounts, but 
‘on the result of this inquiry he takes 
no action. Finally, just before defen- 
dant leaves for home he serves a writ! 
upon him, and brings him before the 
Court, so that he must either upset all 
his arrangements, or else he must 
practically fight this case with one 
hand tied beliind his back. That 
does ‘not seem to me to be r 
conduct for a ‘plaintiff coming into 
‘& Court of Equity and claiming equit- 
able relief. 


There remains the question of the 
sum of Tls. 3,743, which were credited 
to J. W. Gande & Co. It is for the 
plaintiff to show that there is a m 
in this account. 1 cannot tell whether 
this particalar sum ought or ought not 
to have been, in strict sccounting, 
inserted by defendant to the credit of 
J, W. Gande & Co. in the first balance 
sheet of this Brewery account, But 
no abjection was raised to it until » 
very long time afterwards, and it bas 
not been proved to me that the defend- 
ant was not entitled to pat it in, and 
so far ss I can remember there wax 
very little cross-examination if any, of 
defendant, on that point. It seems to 
me that will follow the rest of the 
‘scoount, and that there is no reason 
why I should order an ingniry into 
that. 




























On the whole, therefore, for the rea- 
sons I have given, it seems to me that 
there are a great many reasons why 
piso should not wocseed. in reopen 

this account, and therefore I give 
judgement against hima with costs.

Isher Singh, another priest, corro- 

rated. 
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Hernam Singh, police interpreter, 
stated that he took I. P. C. 102 with 
him to the Gurdwara and arrested 
accused. The man bad to be carried 
away. He was drunk. 

P. C. Murphy stated that he was on 
duty at the West Hongkew Police 
Station when the prisoner was taken in. 
Accused was in # drunken condition 
and created a disturbance in the police- 
station, 

Prisoner said that he wes drunk 
when he went to the Gurdwara to sleep. 
He did not have a chopper with him, 
neither did he try to hit anyone. He 
was not such a fool as to try to hit a 
man with a chopper.

His Worship said that this charge was 
clearly proved. When prisoner went to 
the Gurdwara he was drunk and he be- 
gan chopping thedoor which now bore the 
marks. Then a priest of his religion, 
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for whom he onght to have proper re- 
spect, went out to assist him, but he 
struck at the priest's head with a chop- 
per snd cuthis hand. There were four 
previous convictions against him, three 
for being drunk and disorderly and one 
for assault, The previous day his 
Worship was trying a case brought by 
accused against other Sikhs anda matter 
of fact was sworn to by him and con- 
tradicted on oath by the four Sikhs. The 
matter was referred to the Sikh High 
priest, the Grunthi, and he told the 
Court that 200 of accused's compatriots 
decided that the words he had said on 
oath were false and the whole charge 
which he brought against the defefidants 
in that case was» trumped-up charge. 
Tt was quite clear to his Worship tl 
prisoner was not a fit man to live in 
this country. If there were going to 
be Sikhs here at all they must be good 
Sikhs. He now sentenced prisoner to 
8 month's imprisonment with hard 
labour and he was to be brought up at 
the end of the month and give security

6.—That said complaint is am- 
biguous, unintelligible and uncertain in

(a)—That it cannot be ascertained

Shanghai, Febroary 28. 
Before G. W. Krxo, Eeq., Coroner. 
RE THE DEATH OF ROTHER CHATHAM. 

‘An inquest into the: circumstances 
surrounding the death of Mrs. Esther 
Chatham was begun at the Shanghai 
Gas Company's premises in Thibet Road 
yesterday at 11 am, 

George Richard Wingrove deposed 
that he identified the body just seen as 
that of Esther Chatham. He bad 
known Mrs. Chatham about tour years. 
He last saw ber alive on Wednesday 
afternoon in the company's offices. He 
had a conversation with deceased. 
She was in s very excited and 
hysterical state, and appeared to 
have a special grievance against 
the Nursing Home. The interview 
lasted about three quarters of an hour. 
Witness had not seen deceased violent 
before, but the day before that she 
asked witness to give her a private 
interview in her quaiters. Witness did 
‘80 and deceased spoke of her grievance 
‘and threatened legal action. Mr. Hiller 























and Mr, Armstrong were present and 
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assisted witness ut the interview on 





Wednesday afternoon. They had to 
hold and restrain deceased and 
witness sent for Dr. Milles. Mrs. 


Chatham's husband died last year 
in Japan. Prior to that deceased was 
natural. Witness was at Home then, 
and on his. return\he heard that de- 
ceased’s mind had been affected by her 
trouble and that she had been in the 
Nursing Home for a month. When 
witness arrived at the office that morn- 
ing, at a few minutes after 9 o'clock, 
Mr. Hiller told. him that Mrs. Chat- 
ham had been violent, breaking wi 
dows ond so forth, and that her son- 
in-law had telephoned to Dr. Marshall. 
Dr. Marshall advised consulting wit 
the Consular Authorities with a view 
to her removal. Witness said that he 
would go and see how she was. Mea 
while Mr. Hiller, accompanied by Mr. 
Hant and Mr. Armstrong, went 
upstairs to see her. They came back 
and told witness what had occurred. 
itness then went upstairs and saw 
the body, which had been taken down. 
Witoess ‘then communicated with the 
police and used every endeavour to 
secare the services of a doctor, but it 
was only after an hour and a-quarter 
that one came. Deceased occupied the 
company's quarters formerly occapied 
by herself. She informed witness that 
she had arranged to leave. Witness 
thought that was said on Tuesday last. 

The inquest was then adjourned to 
H.B.M. Police Court at 10 a.m. next 
day.

On Friday morn- 
ing about 7 o'clock, Mr. Hunt, deceased's 
son-in-law, rang witness up on the 
telephone and said that Mrs. Chatham 
bad been very violent and he had com- 
manicated with Dr. Marshall who ad- 
vised him to apply to the Consul-Gen- 
eral for an order for her removal to the 
mental ward st the Nursing Home. 
Witness arrived at his office about 8.30 
a.m. and s few minutes before 9 o'clock 
Mr. Hunt told him that Mrs. Chatham 
had been quiet sinc» about 7.30 a.m. 
Mr. Hunt and witness talked the matter’ 
over and they thought that they had 
better go and see how she was. They 
went up to Mrs. Chatham's quarters 
‘and found the bedroom window broken 
and the furniturein the roomadisarranged. 
Mrs. Chatham conld not be found so 
they went up to the attic and there 
saw her hanging from a beam 
There was no sign of life. Mrs. 
Hardy, who resided on the premises 








and who was a trained hospital 
nurse, was called up, and° she pro- 
nounced life to be extinct. In the 
meantime they had been telephoning 
from the office for a doctor. The 
police were also informed. It was 
‘about 9.30 a.m. that they discovered 
deceased. On Wednesday afternoon 
Mrs. Chatham saw witness in his office. 
She was then in a very excited hysteri- 


cal state. Witness had seen her excited 
before, but not quite so bad as on 

is occasion. Mrs. Chatham went to 
witness's house in November, on a 
Sunday morning, and she was then 
very excited and told him about the 
death of her husband in Nagasaki. 
Mr. Chatham died of cholera in Angu: 
On her return from Ji Mrs. 
Chatham was quite insane and she 
went into the mental ward at the 
Nursing Home for four weeks. She 
left the Nursing Home about the 
middle of October. 

Dr. R. J. Marshall, deposed that at 
9.45 am. on Friday he went to the 
Gas Works and in a room upstairs 
aw the body of Mrs. Chatham. She 
had been dead for some time. There 
was a deep bruise in her neck and her 
face presented the appearance of a 
person who had died from asphyxia. 
Witness was informed that she bad 
been found hanging about an hour 
previously and from her appearance 
witness felt sure that this was true. 
He was of opinion that the cause of 
death was hanging. ‘There were no 
marks of violence on the body except 
the marks @f the cord. Mrs. Chatham 
was under witness's care last autumn in 
the Nursing Hoe. She was din- 
charged after about » month. She was 
le strange at the time of her 
Witness saw deceased on 














pany's premises. He was called in to see 


her. She was ina state of great ex- 
citement. At first she was quite calm, 
but she went on talking to witness and 
got more and more excited and finally 
behaved in such a manner that he could 
not have any donbt that sive was insane. 
Witness told Mr. Wingrove. The next 
morning witness received a telephone 
message and he advised that applica~ 
tion he made for an order for her re- 
moval to the mental ward. Witness 
saw the state of deceased's bedroom on 
Friday morning and it was in such » 
state of disorder that it showed there 
had been a period of very great mania- 
cal excitement prior to her death. 

Mrs. Lilinn Hardy stated that she 
lived in the Gas Company's quarters. 
On Friday morning about 7.30 
she accompanied Mr. Hunt to Mrs. 
Chatham's quarters and they tried 
to enter. They stood knocking for 
about ten minutes. Witness could hear 
‘Mrs. Chatham moving about, but sbe 
would not open the door. Mrs. Chatham 
was not making a disturbance just then; 
she was only talking. Witness’s re- 
turned to her own quarters. Witness's 
husband called her to go to Mrs. 
Chatham some time later and witness 
found her quite dead in a top attic. 
Mrs. Chatham was lying on the floor. 
Witness met Mrs. Chatham on Wednes- 
day afternoon about 2.30 and she then 
seemed very excited. That was at the 
Gas Company's premises. Witness did 
not see her again; she had not seen 
deceased for some months previous to 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Alfred Hunt, Works’ foreman in the 
employ of the Gas Company, said he 
was a son-in-law of deceased. About 
3am. Friday he was awakened from 
sleep by loud talking in Mrs. Chatham's 
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rooms and then he heard hei 
‘and walking about. 
were next to witness's. Mrs. Chatham 
was quiet for about an hour and then 
witness heard her moving furniture 
about. At 5.30 he heard deceased 
breaking crockery, so he got up.

Hardy said she would go over with 
witness to Mrs, Chatham's quarters 0 
they went, but were uvable to get in, 
About 8.45 witness went to Mr. Hiller 
and suggested that they should go and 
and out whether Mrs, Chathan) was 
all right. Mr. Hiller, Mr, Armstrong 
and witness went entering through 
witness's quarters. They found the 
verandah was strewn with broken vases 
and other things, and the windows 
were broken. The bedroom was in 
great disorder. Witnens brashed up the 
broken glass so that deceased should 
not cat her feet if she walked 
along. They went into the three rooms, 
‘on this floor but could not find deceased. 
They then proceeded to the attics and 
saw’ Mrs, Chatham hanging from a 
beam. They took her down and laid 
her on the floor. Her hands, feet and 
face were quite cold, but the body was 
slightly warm, Mrs, Hardy was then 
sent for. Mrs. Cbatham had been very 
‘strange since she lost her hushand in 
August. Just over four months ago 
‘she broke the farnitare, vases and some 
‘of the windows. Mrs. Chatham had no 
servant, bat she had been taking most 
‘of her meals with witness and bis wife. 
The stool produced was about three feet 
from the body when they found it. 
The rope produced was round deceas- 
's neck. Mrs. (hatham could reach 
the beam by standing on the stool. 
On Thursday morning witness saw Dr. 
Marshall and in the afternoon the latter 
‘saw deceased. 

‘The Coroner found that Mrs. Chatham 
committed suicide whilst of unsound 
mind. He said that he would like to 
express his sympathy with the members 
of the family who, after suffering the 
sad loss of Mr. Chatham in August 
last, had now to mourn the death of 
Mrs. Chatham under snch sad circum- 
stances.

An inguest was opened at 2.30 p.m. 
nto the ciroumstances attending the 
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death of Attar Singh, a watchman, of 
Nani Doo, Pootung. i 

The Coroner viewed the body in the 
morning. 

Rodah Singh sworn, identified the 
body as that of Attar Singh, whom he 
had known for sbont two months and a 
half and with whom he had been living. | 

was a watchman, and witness 
last saw him alive at 3 p.m. the preceding 
day. At8 a.m, that morning he knocked 
at the door of deceased’s small hut, but 
hecould not get any anawer. Afterwards 
8 Chinese came from the house and said 
that Attar was drunk or asleep. He 
opened the door, and witness went in and 
called to deceased twice. Then he’felt 
him and found that he was dead. De- 
ceased was crouched down with his hands 
in his face. Witness lifted his head. 
He did not notice the mark on deceased's 
forehead. 

Moh Heien-zung stated that he was 
Yuen Chong's godown keeper at Poo- 
tung. Witness went to call deceased 














at 9 pan, Deceased was sitting in hix 
hut. Witness went to see him again 
‘at 7 a.m., aa the watchman bad not been 





geen to leave his hut. He thought 
deceased was asleep, so he called some- 
one to awaken hin, The door of the 
tbnt was half open, and he could see 








deceased. When Rodah Singh came 
he told him abont deceased, and Rodah 
went to see him. Witness did not 
accompany him. Deceased was an old 
man and hada bad cough. The Indian 
hhad been drinking on the preceding 





day. 

Rodah Singh was recalled and stated 
that it was not this witness who opened 
the door. 

The inquest was then adjourned 
until 2 p.m. next day. 

Shanghai, March 3. 

The inquiry into the circamstances| 
attending the death of Attar Singh, a 
watchman, of Nani Doo, Pootung, was 
concluded. 

Teser Singh stated that he was a 
watchman in the employ of the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha. Witness saw deceased 
at 9.30 on Sunday morning, when 
he asked witness to tah: food with him. 
Witness had to take two watchmen 
their wages, so be did not accept Attar 
Singh's invitation. Witness did not 
vee deceased alive again. Attar Singh 
appeared to be quite well on Sunday 
morning. 

Narang Singh, watchman of Woo- 
sung Road, deposed that he kuew 
deceased and was at his house on Sun- 
day from 9.30 a.m. to 10 a.m, Rhoda 
Singh was also there. Witness did 
not see Isser Singh, Witness went to 
see deceased about the interest on some: 
money they bad lent to a foreigner at a 
spinning mill. The paper referring to 
this was in deceased’s box. There wes 
also another paper in the box. 

The Coronor said that when he had 
inquired into the cause of the death 
of Attar Singh he would deal with the 
matter of these papers. At these pro- 
ceedings he wished to ascertain the: 
trath as to the death of this man- 

Rhoda Singh, recalled, gave evidence 
that Isser Singh called on deceased 
about 9 and Sunda Singh at 11 


o'clock. The latter remained until 
noon. Wituess then went ont, but 
returned at 3 p.m. and found deceased 
asleep. He told deceased it was time 
to go on duty. Deceased often took 
drink and had done so that day. Wit- 
ness did not see deceased after 3 pain. 

Dib Ab-ng, cook, stated that between 
3 and 4 p.m. on Sunday he saw deceas- 
ed outside his house drinking with a 
few friends. It was usual for witness 
to call the Indian before going to sleep 
at night. He called to deceased at 9 
pam. on Sanday and deceased answered 
him, Witness saw deceased on duty 
at 5 pn, The next morning witness 
found that the watchman was dead in 
the hut where he was on duty. 

Rhoda Singh, recalled, said that there 
was not a charcoal stove in the hut 
where deceased was found. 

Dr. Marsh stated that he examined 
deceased post mortem. The clothing 
round the neck seemed to constrict 
the throat. There was nothing un- 
usual in the appearance of the body 














had come to this Court in order that 
certain offenders against this regula 
tion might have a form of punishment 
inflicted upon them.

Mr. Wright said that he appeared 
fon bebslf of the Conncil, who had 
preferred s charge against the two 
men now in custody, of collecting within 
the limits of the Settlement a form of 
native tax contrary to Municipal re- 





were numbers of seizures, dating from 
October last. It might or might 
not be # coincidence that this tax was 
levied just about the time when the 
merchants had to get delivery of their 
goods, owing ‘to ‘hina New Year. 
The merchants would tell the Court 
that a person residing in the Settle- 
ment, who, the Court would probably 
find, was in fact connected in some way 
with this likin station, came to these 
merchants and demanded payment of 
this tax, intimating that if it were not 
paid the goods would be detained at the 
in station.

This was practically all the evid- 
‘ence counsel intended to bring forward 
to satisfy the Court that this tax was 
actually collected within the Settlement. 
He first proposed to call evidence in 
regard to the arrest of the two men.

I was 
instrneted by my superiors to make in- 
regard to the collection of 
tax. I visited the likin 
station, which is situated on the North

That is all the book 
shows. I found several other papers, 
such as old likin circulars (produced) 
T understand that these circulars show 
the amount of landing tax charged on 
paper imported into the Settlement.

I intended to pro- 
ceed through the proper channels to 
have the tax stopped.

Pao Kaufob, the complainant in the 
above case, was then charged with 
forcibly detaining the above-named 
coolie and with assaulting him at 263 
Avenue Road.

It is the duty of the 
Council to protect the public against 
any form of native taxation within the 
Settlement limite, and where discovered, 
to take immediate measures to have 
it stamped out., It so happens that 
these proceedings are the result of|

grievance of these merchants with 
regard to this tax is s matter for 
the native authorities, and not one 
in which the Court can afford any 
redress. But I propose to show the 
Court that by the evidence before it 
this tex is both an illegal and

in refusing to pay. 





By certain agroe-! 


ments and conventions the Settlement 
area is exempt from native taxation, 
and it is extremely important that the 
Chinese authorities should recognize 
their obligation in this matter. It 
very easy to lery and collect tl 
particalar tax or any other form of 
native tax within the Settlement 
limits, as the natives pay it, and being 
fearfal of the conseq 














is only by exercising extreme police 
vigilance that the Council can hope to 
keep the Settlement free from this 
trouble. And for this reason I submit 
that it must be treated in a serious) 
manner, and when discovered should 
be dealt with by the infliction of 
exemplary punishment. Now the facts. 
as disclosed by the evidence before the 
Court are these. Tt appears that about 
the 6th or 7th moon last year a likin 
station was opened at Jessfield, and at 
different times between the 10th moon 
‘and the present day cargoes of paper 
coming from Hangchow to Shanghai 
have been detained at this station. The 
cargoes have been detained for the par-

The first 
attempt to levy this tax wasin the 10th 
moon, and the merchants in their evi- 
dence have told the Court that they had 
imported paper for » number’ of years 
previously and this was the first occa- 
sion on which any attempt bad been 
made to levy this tax. ‘The taxation 
officials appear to have chosen this 
particular time to levy this tax, as 
China New Year was not far ahead and 
the merchants natorally were partica- 
larly antions to get their cargo through 
in time to dispose of it on the market. 
Now, the merchants say that as th 
could not get their cargo they paid this 
tax under protest, rather than lose an 
opportunity of disposing of their goods. 
They considered it advisable to pay this 
tax and then protest to the proper 
authorities. The Court has heard how 
this tax was collected. It was paid to 
‘one of the accused at his office in the 
}Settlement. He has stated that he in 
tarn accounted for it to the, tax office 
Jessfield. The other secused, | 
likin ranner, then appeared on ’the| 
scene and chopped the goods of the di 
ferent merchants at their hongs in the! 
Settlement, to show that this particular 
tax had been paid. There is no doubt 
whatever that this payment was repre- 
sented to bea tax, ason payment tax 
receipts were made out and shown to 
the merchants. A number of thes- tax 
receipts have been shown to the Court, 
‘as also the chop of this likin office, 
which was ured to stamp these goods. 
These are, shortly, the facts which I 
‘submit have been shown by the evidence 
produced in Court, and I think they 
clearly show that a form of tax was 
collected within the Settlement li 

Now it is almost unnecessary to em- 
phasize the importance of the fact that!

the collection of we tax in the 
Settlement, in any shape or form, can 
under no cireamstances be allowed. 1 
propose to read to the Court one or two 
extracts from the Council reports for 
the last few years. This is simply with » 
view to show how seriously this question 
bas been treated in time past. In the 
‘annual report for 1889 we find the 
following words: “There hasbeen during 
the past year necessity for continued 
vigilance on the part of the Council to 
uphold the rights of the Municipality 
in regard to the exemption of the Settle- 
ment limits from collection of likin 
and others forms of native official taxa- 
tion." Then follows some correspondence 
dealing with fic case of the col- 
lection of likin within the Settlement. 
In 8 letter from the then Senior Con- 
sul to Taotai Ts'eng we find the follow- 
ing words: “It is very easy to prove 
that, except for opium, likin dues have 
never been collected within the Conces- 
imple perusal of letters written 
by Taotai Feng on February 1, 1877, 
to the Senior Consul, J.C. Meyers, 
Esq., U.S. Consul-General, where 
appears the following paragraph refer- 
ring to reply rade by the Prussian 
Minister to the Tsungli yaméa : 

“Tt is clearly understood, as you state 
in_your letter, that likin is not to be 
collected ih Concessions at Shang- 
hai” and also a letter from Taotai 
Shao to Dr. Focke, German and 
Senior Consul, dated February 
1, 1883. The copies of both letters 
mast exist in the archives of your 
yamén. In consideration of the above 
the Consular Body hope that you will 
at once stop definitively such irregulari- 
ties, giving the necessary instructions 

e Mixed Court Magistrate and the 

officers, as, I must repeat it 
again, the Municipal Council in order 
to prevent troubles originated by unjust 
‘exactions will never admit the violation 
of the existing agreements.” In 1900 
there was more than one instance of 
the collection of likin by native officials, 
ithin the Settlement limits, and in 
March of that year the then Chairman 
of the Council wrote to the Senior 
Consul with regard to these cases, I 
propose to read an extract from his 
letter. He says, touching these cases 
unnecessary for mo to dwell on 
the seriousness of these cases, and on 
the itnperative necessity which continues 
‘to exist for action which shall secure to 
residevts in the Foreign Settlement 
munity from the operations and ex- 
actions uf the likin officials. The 
failure of the Chinese authorities to 
recognize and fulfil their obligations 
in this matter has been a frequent 
subject of correspondence and remon- 
strance in the past, but the frequet 
of recent cases points, in the Council’s 
opinion to the need for action more 
vigorous, than mere protest.” Again in 
1901 there were further instances of 
offences of this natare being committed 
within the Settlement. This is an 
extract from the Municipal Report of 
that year, touching—

year the operations of the 
likin officials and ‘farmers’ have 
been conducted in the neighbourhood 
of Shanghai end throughout the Fro- 
vince with unprecedented activity and 
rapacity, but the severe measures 
adopted by the onncils of 1899 
to 1001 in dealing with likin 
runners and officials foand exercising 
their functions within the Settlement 
limits appear to have had a salatary 
effect. Only one xerious case was 
brought to the notice of the ‘oaneil on 
March 26 ; it resalted in the arrest of 
three ranners, who were broaght up in 
due course at the Yiixed Court. The 
Magistrate failing to agree with the 
British Assessor in recognizing the 
gravity of the offence committed, the 
runners remained in the custody of the 
Police until eventually a collective fine 
of $500 was imposed by the (ourt. In 
November a number of native merchants 
resident ia the Settlement drew atten- 
tion to the presence of likin boats and 
to their irregular exactions in the Soo- 
chow Creek in the vicinity of Markham 
Road. The likin farmers held the 
opinion that so long as their boats: 
remained on the North bank of the 
Crock they mere, vchniclly speaking, 
beyond Setslement Timi; bat aga 
ing their presence in this etl as 
undesirable, and contrary to the spirit 
the agreement which exempts the: 
area of the Settlement from likin, the 
Council referred the matter to the Com- 
missioner of Customs, by whose prompt 
assistance it was arranged with the 
Taotai that the boats should be removed 
beyond the Settlement boundary.” Now 
my principal object in referring to these 
old cases is to show the Court that this 
is not a trivial offence, bat one which is 
of a very serious nature, and one which 
‘the Council have had considerable difi- 
calty in dealing with for some time past. 
It is in the interests of the community 
that this practice mast be stopped alto- 
gether, and io their interests the Council 
desires that salutary puoishment be in- 
flicted on these two men as a warning’ 
to others that offences of this nature are 
under no circumstances to be allowed. 
We are not asking the Court to ad- 
jndicate upon the legality of this tax ; 
that, as I bave already pointed ont, is a 
matter for the native authorities, and 
representations will undoubtedly bemade 
in dae course to the Commissioner of 
Customs and the Taotai, in the hope 
that they will be able, if it is proved to 
be 0, to stop the imposition of this 
irregalar tax. All the Council desire 
is to prevent this tax being levied or 
collected in the Settlement limits. If, 
however, it is a proper tax, which is not 
admitted, and which I submit the evi- 
dence ‘in this case proves it is not, it 
mast be levied and collected outside the 
Settlement limits. It cannot be sup- 



































posed for a moment that the likin 
officials are ignorant that such a prac- 
tice is illegal. As to the complicity of 
the accused in the collection of this tax, 
one is admittedly a likin ranner; the 
other, the evidence seems to show, had 
the collection of this tax on paper 
farmed ont to him. The likin runner 
was found in possession of this chop, 
and he was also caught red-handed, 
stamping some of these bales of paper. 
The other accused was identified by 
some merchants, who gave evidence, ns 
being the man to whomn they paid this 
tax, and a number of these tax. receipts 
were found in his possession, Now the 
fact that the goods never reached the 
Settlement area before the tax was 
collected is immaterial, as a breach of the 
regalation forbidding any form-of native 
taxation in the Settlement is comnnitted 
if any one step farther in the process of 
collection of taxation is committed with- 
in the Settlement limita. The tax must 
be both levied and collected entirely 
outside the Settlement limits, otherwise 
‘a breach of the regulation is committed. 
I wonld ask the Court to impose exem- 
plary punishment apon these two ac- 

I propose to give the Court one 
lor two precedents as to the form of 
punishment inflicted in previous in- 
stances. In 1901 a native was charged 
with conducting a likin office withio 
the Settlement, and was fined $1,000. 
Another man connected with the office 
was sentenced to 500 blows and de- 
ported, for attempting to collect 85. 
likin daty, from boatmen in charge of @ 
cargo of floar on the Sungkiang Road 
jetty, which is within the Settlement. In 
1902 three likin runners were arrested 
near the Fokien Road Bridge and 
charged with attempting to collect likin 
9 goods within the Settlement. They 
were fined $500. Later in the year 
two others were arrested and charged | ha 
with committing a similar offence on the 
Settlement sid of the Soochow Creek, 
near Markham Road. They were sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprisonment 
‘and three hundred blows. In 1903 four 
likin raaners were sentenced to pay a tine 
of $500. Later in the year a native was 
sentenced to one month's cangne 
and six months’ imprisonment. I 
think that the panishment in these 
instances, although perhapythe circum- 
stances were not exactly the same as in 
this case, will show the Court that this 
offence has never been regarded by the 
Mixed Court as a trivial one. I should 
also like to mention that on Monday 
last a large cargo of paper, valued at 
about Tis. 2,000, whilst in transit from 
Hangehow to Shanghai was seized at 
this same station at Jessfield, and that 
a landing tax of Tls. 30 was demanded, 
which the merchants concerned abso- 
lutely refused to pay for two reasons : 























(1) that the goods were not to be land-| to 


fed there ; (2) that they were being 
‘carried into the Settlement by Manicipal 
licensed boats. That is all I have to say. 

The Assessor—What was the result 
of this? 

‘Mr. Wright—The cargo is detained 
pending the result of thiscase. Perhaps 
I might hand in the petition sent in to 
the Council by the various firms in 
regard to this seizare. 
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The Magistrate (to Sun)—Who 
asked you to undertake to pay this 
tax? 

San—I do not understand this point. 
We only undertook to ship this cargo 
to Shanghai. The boatmen on the 
boat did not care about the payment of 
this tax. ‘The boatmen only under- 
took to-ship the cargo from Hangchow 
to Shanghai; they did not andertake 
to pay this tax. The paper merchants 
asked me to pay it. Both the paper 
merchants at Hangchow and at Shang- 
hai asked the boatmen to pay this tax 
because they were afraid that the goods 
might be returned to Hangchow. I 
am not connected with the Paper Guild 
in Shanghai, and I do not know what 
the Paper Guild ix doing. They used 
to pay the tax at Hangchow when the 
goods were shipped, and likin was 
also paid at the Chow Tai-yang temple 
station. From the 6th to the 10th 
moun the boat hong paid this tax oat 
of their own pockets—about $40. 
Afterwards, as we mere unable to pay 
the tax any longer, it was paid by the 
shippers. 

The Magistrate—How many paper 
guilds are there in Shanghai ? Is there 
f@ separate guild for the merchants in 
the Settlement ? 

Sun—I do not know. 

The Magistrate—Whose intention 
was it to collect the tax within the 
Settlement ?—That was the business of 
of the Paper Guild.

We 
could not get our boats through, and, 
therefore, we paid this tax. I am a 
member of the Poh Kee boat hong. 
When the boats go to Hangchow they 
take piece-goods. I ship paper from 
Hangchow to Shanghai. For one trip 
we are paid about 10,000 cash. I did 
not see the chopping myself. The

The 
money was paid at this station on our} 
behalf. We have asked the Poh Kee 
hong to ship our cargo for the past 
five or six years, aud paid them the 
likin money for the temple station for 
that time. The likin tax has been 
charged for several tens of years, and 
it has during that time been paid by 
the boatmen on our behalf. 

‘The Magistrate—How could the likin 
station people know that this cargo 
comes to the Settlement, and that goes 
outside ? 

Witness—The shippers give a docu- 
ment which bears the owners’ names. 
In addition to this there is a letter 
from the sellers at Hangchow to the 
purchasers in Shanghai. A chop is 
‘affixed to the cargo after payment of. 
likin at the Chow Tai-yang temple. 
‘These letters come to Shanghai in com- 
pany with the cargo.

appear t be as follows: For many 
ra past the paper trade between 
Hangchow and Shanghai has been con- 
ducted under a system by which the 
boat hongs which carry the paper also 
pay the taxes levied en route. That 
has been done for a number of years. 
Likin levied at Chow Tai-yang has 
also been paid for a number of years and 
charged against the merchants in the 
Settlement and paid by them in the 
Settlement. This was the only tax 
levied en route until some time last 
‘year, when this landing tax was institut- 
ed Jessfield. That was psid under 
ilar arrangement, that is to say, 
the boatmen paid the taxes on behalf tt 
the merchants in order that the paper 
might get through to Shan; Oo 
the occasions on which they did not pay 
the boats were held up. If they want- 
ed their paper they had to pay the tax 
through theiboat hong.

Ir Oxford has earned the name 
of “the home of lost causes” 
Cambridge certainly deserves to be 
called the arena of new experi- 
ments. Among various attempts 
which have been made in recent 
years on the banks of the (am to 
meet the requirements of modern 
life none is worthier of public 
attention than the latest, to 
establish some kind of architectural 
school in the University.” With 
this object a syndicate was ap- 

pointed last Jone to draw up 
scheme for the Senate’s consider 
tion, A report was published at 
the beginning of December and in 
the ordinary course of things, 
notwithstanding the human interest 





which attaches to the training of , 


those men who will some day be 
called upon to enlarge or recon- 
struct our homes and public monu- 
ments, it is possible that the Senate 
might have sat upon the project and 


accepted or refused it without fur-| 


ther notice from outside. But almost 
on the eve of the Senate’s meeting 
the proposal was dragged into 
welcome publicity by a letter of 
trenchant criticism addressed to

The amend- 
ment, which appeared in yester- 
day's issue of the Municipal 
Gazette, proposes that the Council, 
being empowered to make rales 
from time to time in respect of the 
construction of new buildingsand for 
the general safety and convenience 
of the public, “ may further pro- 
vide for the observance of such 
Rules by enacting therein pro- 
visions as to notices, as to the 
deposit of plans and sections of 
proposed buildings, as to architects, 
as to th ndence of and 









per 
responsibility for the proper con- 
struction of buildings, and as to 


inspection by the Council.” It 
may be remembered that, on August 
16 last, proposals were put before 
a special meeting of the Shanghai 
Society of Engineers and Archi- 
tects for the registration of 
those practising architecture | in 
Shanghai. There is an obvious 
connexion between these proposals 
and the new amendment, 
which becomes the more apparent 
in view of the fact that the sugges- 
tion emanated in the first place 
from the Municipal Engineer. 
Apart from the question of time 
wasted by the Engineer's office 
staff in rejecting plans from un- 
qualified applicants, instances will 
occur to every mind in illustration 
of the actual danger incurred in 
Shanghai by the freedom of actiou 
allowed to soi-disant but ely 
fictitious architects. Any amend- 
ment, therefore, which in this 
respect tends to strengthen the 
hands of the Council or of bond 
fide architects may claim approval. 

But side by side with this 
proposal there is a further consider- 
ation which must not be overlooked 
while the amendment is being dis- 
cussed.

SIBERIA'S HIDDEN WEALTH. 

A Siberian paper states that the 
inhabitants of Udeky district at the 
‘extreme north of Primorya accidentally 
discovered recently in the mountains 
of the island of Shantar very rich 
veins of iron, mineral-bearing quartz and 
copperore, and in some places sulphur. 
In the eastern part of the same island, 
close to the nea shore, they also found 
three springs of natural mineral water. 
The Siberian paper in question laments 
that these finds connt for nothing, as 
Russia bas no capital wherewith to work 
them. 


A POSTAL CONCESSION. 


Tas Universal Postal Convention of 
Rome, 1906, provided an ex- 
ceptional and optional measure for 
‘States which had not adopted the 
decimal metrical system of weight of 
assimilating one ounce to twenty 
grammes for letters. The British Poat 
Office availed itself of this provision 
while the Chinece Post Office did not 
do s0, the result being that letters from 
Great Britain for cities in the interior 
‘of China were taxed on delivery. As 
the result of correspondence which has 
recently taken place between Mr. 
Edward Gilchrist, Postal‘ ‘ommis- 
sioner, Imperial Post Office, Shang- 
hai, and the China Inland Mission, 
we are glad to be able to annonce 
that an alteration has been made in the 
regnlation relating to the taxation of 
incoming mail matter which will re- 
move the hardship in which a large 
number of persons residing in the 
interior of China wore involved.

As is already known, subsequently to 
the settlement of the dixpute between 
the natives of Shansi and the Peking 
Syndicate the former Governor Hu 
Ping-tze and his two immediate sub- 
ordinates Taotai Chia Ching-jén and 
Prefect Lia Ao were degrated by 
a special Edict, while the two 
last named officials were ordered not to 
be re-employed in any Government 
capacity in future, as a penalty for 
their past corruption and misconduct 
in granting this mining concession to 
the original concessionaire, Signor 
Luzzati, in 1898. I am now informed 
that, as the redemption costs the penple 
of Shansi the sum of Tis.

Tt has been recently reported in the 
Chinese Press here that the Honan

OPIUM IN THE NORTH. 

Under instructions from Viceroy 
‘Yang = Shi of Chibli, the 
Customs Taotai of Tientsin has notified 
‘the foreign onsuls at that Treaty Port 
that the new opium rules of the Opium 
Probibi office of Chihli came into 
force fromi the 26th instant. Opium 
smokers and owners of opiam shops 
will be arrested and punished by the 
Chinese authorities if they [ail to 
register themselves or their shops within 
‘one month from that date, As this de- 
cree will be utterly useless without the 
co-operation of the foreign Consuls, the 
Customs Taotai requests them to enforce 
these regulations in their respective 
‘concessions, 60 as to assist the Chinese 
officials to stamp out the national curse 
of China. 

In reply the British Consul-General 
says that as there is not one opium 
shop in the British concession and 
extension Ti the rule about 
the registration of such houses will not 
affect the district under 
With regard to individual opium 
smokers, he adds he will be very pleased 
to help the Chinese authorities as far as 
he is able. 

It is believed that, as opium dens have 
all been closed in, the foreign conces- 
sions at Tientsin, the consuls of the other 
Powers will also accede to the request 
of the Customs Tantai to assist the 
Chinese authorities to suppress the per- 
nicious drug.

They took care 
to avoid the rails, and one native wax 
seen to bend down and touch the line 
with his finger before venturing to dart 
across. The gongs proved quite effec 
tive in clearing the traffic off the 
lines, and so far from causing any 
obstruction to the traffic the trams 
had a really beneficial effext in keeping 
the smaller vehicles to the sides 
of the road. Ricshs coolies are now 
beginning to avoid the lines on those 
parts of the route where they h 
been cleared of earth, etc.

Shanghai, March 5, 1908. 


A moderate amount of business is going on but 
there is no general active demand and dealers are acting 
with caution ax a general rule; prices on the whole are 
disappointing, and even with manofacturers in the 
producing markets selling at a loss to keep their mills 
going, it is very difficult to get more than » bare 
margin on any goods, except in cases where the chop 
has a specially high value ; sales have been made of the 
best chops in the market, covering makes of the highest 
reputation, at prices which leave a bare commission. 
‘The yarn’ market has been rather easier owing to 
dealers pressing sales for quick clearance ; importers 
hhave been taking risks of great magnitude in this 
branch of the trade with very narrow margins ; it is 

surprising that (Chinese can continue to get their 
basiness done on enehfavonrable terms for chope which 
belong to the 6 goods are selli 
moderate quantities at low prices ; that 3-yard 
sheetings have been bought in America at 11/2 which 
lays down in the region of Tls.
